34/94 REPEATER

The 34/94 repeater will be turned off and dismantled the end of Sept- 
ember 1978, Part of this repeater belongs to Jim Wiley, KL7CC and 

he has asked the club to purchase it or return it. The 34/94 repeater 
is a very old pierce of equipment which reouires about $150 to replace 
the final amplifiers. 


This repeater has become an essential part of the active amateur 
community here in the Greater Anchorage area. It is utilized for such 
things as the Fur Rendevous, Iditirod Dog Races, Walk for Hope, State 
Golf Classic and other public service functions. It is also utilized 
for day-to-day emergency situations such as auto accidents, fires and 
even airplane crashes. 


The VHF committee has recommended that the cost for replacing the 
repeater should come from donations instead of out of the club treasury, 
Communications Engineering in Mountainview has offered us a solid state 
repeater with a tube in the final for $600. This is low split equipment 
and will tune directly on the ham bands without modification. A Duplexer 
will also cost about $600 and peripheral equipment about another $300. 

It will cost $1500 to replace our 34/94 repeater. 


Some money has already been raised through donations and an auction at 
the last club meeting. We are still short of our goal of $1500. All 

money collected through this fund drive will be utilized for the 34/94 
repeater and if there are excess funds they will be used on the 70 cm. 
repeater. 


If you are a repeater user please donate what you feel you can, whether 
it's $5 or $50. 


For those of you who don't use the repeater please keep in mind that 
it might be your loved ones, friends cr neighbors who could be in dire 
need of the emergency services that this repeater often times nrovides.
